This  stupendous  piece  of  sculpture  done  in  miniature 
shows  such  a  rare  knowledge  of  anatomy,  combined 
with  so  remarkable  an  ability  to  render  it  in  marble 
that  no  one  can  doubt  it  was  done  by  this  great  master. 
Mr.  A.  S.  Rueff,  curator  of  Arts  and  Decorations  at 
the  Brooklyn  Museum,  declared  it  to  be  absolutely  of 
the  16th  Century.
